COMPANIES ACT, 1929, 





When the Companies Act, 1928, which effected some 
important amendments in the law relating to com- 
panies, was passed it was announced that its provisions 
would not be brought wholly into force until a measure 
consolidating the whole of the Companies Acts had been 
passed. 

In the Consolidating Act, which was passed subse- 
quently, and which is known as the Companies Act, 
1929, it was provided that the Act should come into 
operation on the first day on which by virtue of Orders- 
in-Council under the Companies Act, 1928, all the pro- 
visions of the latter Act would be in operation. 
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An Order-in-Council was. made on 5th July appoint- 
ing the first day of November, 1929, as the day on which 
all the provisions of the Companies Act, 1928, not 
already in force should come into operation, and conse- 
quently the Companies Act, 1929, will be in force as 
from 1st November. ;

FREE PORTS, ZONES AND WAREHOUSES 
IN SPAIN. 


The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ’’ for 13th June contains a 
Royal Decree Law (No. 1491) containing revised basic 
regulations relating to free ports, free warehouses 
(depositos) and free zones in Spain and Spanish 
Possessions. 

Free Ports.—The ports of the Canary Islands and of 
the Spanish Possessions in North Africa (Ceuta, 
Melilla, Alhucemas, Pefion de la Gonera, and 
Chaforinas) will continue to be regarded as free ports. 

Free Warehouses (depositos)—The term “ free 
warehouse ”’ signifies an enclosed piece of land, where 
a first-class Custom House is situated, with sufficient 
space for bringing in, and storing, all kinds of foreign 
goods permitted to be imported, and of Spanish goods 
authorised to be exported. The manipulative opera- 
tions which may be carried on in these warehouses 
are :—(a) changing the packing of goods, (b) dividing 
up of packages, (c) mixing (blending, etc.), (d) roast- 
ing and husking cocoa and coffee, (e) shearing fur- 
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skins, (f) pulverising wood, (g) washing wool, (h) ex- 
tracting oil from copra and oil seeds, and (7) any other 
operation which increases the value of goods without 
essentially altering their nature. If, within a specified 
time, free warehouses, the operations marked (d) to (7) 
are not carried on therein, the function of the ware- 
house is to be limited to repacking, dividing and 
blending. 

Free Zones.—A ‘‘ free zone ’”’ is defined as a strip 
of land situated on the coast, completely isolated from 
any urban centre, with its own port, or at least an 
adjacent one, and lying within the jurisdiction of a 
first-class Maritime Custom House. 

In addition to the operations that may be carried 
on in Free Warehouses (see above), there may also be 
installed in Free Zones— 

(a) Industries which do not exist in Spain; 

(b) Industries existing in Spain but of a non-export- 

ing character; 

(c) Industries existing in Spain, the exports of which 
have a very restricted scope or which have 
fallen off during recent years. 

The establishment of Free Zones is authorised at 
Barcelona (where there is at present a “’ free ware- 
house ’’) and at Cadiz, and the Government may per- 
mit the establishment of a third Free Zone in a port 
in the North of Spain when considered advisable in the 
economic interests of the country. 

Imports and Exports.—F¥oreign goods (the import of 
which is not absolutely prohibited by the Customs 
Legislation) may be brought into Free Zones and 
Warehouses without payment of Customs duty, 
Transport Tax, Port Works, taxes, and any other im- 
posts levied directly on goods by the State, Provinces 
or Municipalities. 

Goods imported into Spain from the Zones and 
Warehouses will pay Customs and other duties as if 
they had come directly from a foreign country. Excep- 
tion is made in the case of goods manufactured in a 
Free Zone from Spanish raw materials, the amount of 
the duty on the raw material used being deducted from 
the total taxes payable. 

Spanish goods introduced into a Zone or Warehouse 
lose their nationality and must pay the usual Customs 
and other duties if they are brought back into Spain. 

Foreign goods re-exported from a Free Zone or 
Warehouse will not pay any duty. 

Foreign machinery and tools which are imported for 
use in the industries established in a Free Zone or for use 
in the operations permitted in a Free Warehouse may 
remain in the Zones or Warehouses for an indefinite 
time without payment of Customs duty. Other goods 
may remain in the Zones for six years, and in the Ware- 
houses for four years, after which periods they must be 
entered for consumption (in Spain) or re-exported. 

The Concessionaire of a Free Zone or Warehouse may 
issue ‘‘ warrants ’’ or warehouse receipts for goods, 
and these documents may be negotiated through a 
Bank, under the regulations of the Commercial Code 
and other legislature. 

Residence inside Free Zones and Free Warehouses 
is prohibited, as is also the consumption or retail sale 
of goods except insofar as may be permitted for the 
guards and superintending staff. 

The complete text of the Decree Law (in Spanish), 
which deals with the constitution of the governing 
bodies of Free Zones, etc., and the receipts (which 
include a State subsidy) may be seen by persons inter- 
ested on application to the Department of Overseas 
Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 1. 





NORWEGIAN TRADING LAW. 

With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Journal ”’ of 
27th June (page 790), the Department of Overseas 
Trade is informed that the Bill to replace the Trading 
Law of July, 1907, has been passed and received Royal 
Assent on 21st June last. The Law enters into force 
on Ist January, 1930.

OUR OVERSEAS TRADE IN THE 
FIRST HALF OF 1929. 





COMPARISON WITH THE TWO HALVES 
OF LAST YEAR. 


In last week’s issue of the “‘ Journal ’’ we published 
the preliminary figures of our recorded imports and 
exports in June. It will be recalled that the June 
figures were substantially lower than the corresponding 
figures for May, which were high, or for June, 
1928. If, however, the figures for May and June of 
this year are added together and compared with those 
for the same months of last year, only a very slight 
falling off is shown, which may well be accounted for 
by the fall in prices occurring in the interval. It thus 
appears not improbable that some part of the imports 
and exports which would normally find a place 
in the June records were this year included in those 
for May, owing to variations in the promptitude with 
which the returns are furnished to the Customs autho- 
rities. The following figures show the total declared 
values of merchandise imported and exported in the 
first six months of this year and last year :—

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The retained imports of iron and steel and manu- 
factures thereof in the first six months of this year 
were 203,000 tons, or 13 per cent., smaller than a year 
earlier, and show little change compared with the 
second half of 1928. The decrease compared with a 
year ago was almost entirely due to the smaller 
imports of crude iron and steel; in particular imports 
of sheet bars and tinplate bars, which come mainly 
from Belgium, were reduced from 284,000 tons to 
192,000 tons. British exports of iron and steel and 
manufactures thereof increased by 113,000 tons, or 5 
per cent., compared with the first half of 1928, and by 
108,000 tons compared with the second half of 1928. 
Greater exports of pig iron (particularly acid pig iron) 
and ferro-alloys were responsible for a large part of the 
increase, while exports of semi-finished rolling-mill 
products were greater than a year earlier. There was 
a slight fall in the export of finished iron and steel 
goods compared with a year earlier, a large decrease 
in the exports of railway material being nearly 
balanced by increases in the exports of galvanised 
sheets, tinned plates, and cast and wrought pipes and 
tubes.

Retained imports of machinery and of motor cars and 
chassis show considerable increases compared with a 
year earlier, the latter increase consisting almost en- 
tirely of chassis weighing less than 28 ewts. Among 
similar classes of goods not shown in the above table, 
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there were substantial increases in the imports of motor 
car parts and of electrical goods and apparatus. Ex- 
ports of machinery were somewhat less than a year 
earlier, though greater than in the second half of 1928. 
Exports of motor cars and chassis increased, compared 
with a year earlier, to about the same extent as did 
the imports; in particular there was a marked increase 
in the shipments of touring cars to the Irish Free 
State and in the total exports of commercial vehicles. 
Exports of chassis to Australia were somewhat greater 
than a year earlier, though much below the level of 
the first half of 1927. Exports of motor and other 
cycles showed further expansion. The total value of new 
ships and boats exported in the first half of 1929 
amounted to £8,401,000, compared with £10,968,000 
in the second half of 1928, £4,608,000 in the first half 
of 1928, and £4,531,000 in the whole year 1927. The 
falling off compared with the high level of activity 
reached in the second half of last year has left the total 
much higher than in the first half-year. 


TEXTILES. 


Adding together the figures for the four main groups 
of textiles—namely, yarns and manufactures of cotton, 
of woollen and worsted, of silk, and of other textile 
materials—the total value of the retained imports 
in the first half of this year was £25,755,000, com- 
pared with £26,570,000 in the first half of 1928, a 
reduction of about 4 per cent. British exports of these 
textiles fell off in value from £116,956,000 to 
£110,645,000, or by about 5 per cent. The greatest pro- 
portionate reductions in the value of exports occurred 
in the woollen and worsted and “‘ other textile 
material ’’ groups. The following table shows the 
quantities of the retained imports and exports of the

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The total square yardage of cotton piece-goods ex- 

ported was practically identical in the periods shown 
above, but there has been a considerable change in the 
ceographical distribution as compared with the first 
half of last year. The quantity taken by India fell off 
from 781 million square yards in the first half of 1928 
to 727 million square yards in the first half of this 
vear. This reduction was entirely attributable to 
3ombay, for Madras, Bengal and Burma took rather 
more than a year earlier. Among other countries there 
were substantial increases in the quantities taken by 
China and Hong Kong (113 compared with 73 million 
square yards), Egypt, and British Malaya, and a large 
reduction in the exports of unbleached cloth to 
Switzerland. 

The retained imports of raw cotton in the first six 
months of this year aggregated 779 million lbs., com- 
pared with 704 million lbs. a year earlier. But the 
increased imports of cotton do not appear to have 
passed into consumption, for, according to the 
statistics of the Liverpool Cotton Association, 
deliveries of raw cotton to the mills aggregated about 
789 million lbs., compared with 787 million lbs. a year 
earlier. Retained imports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool 
amounted to 352 million lbs. in the first half of this 
year, compared with 365 million lbs. a year earlier. 
Retained imports of flax and tow, hemp and tow, and 
raw jute showed little change compared with the first 
half of last year.

Iixports of cement increased substantially compared 
with a year earlier, while the imports of cement were 
reduced from 150,000 tons to 136,000 tons. Among 
the chemical group, there have been increases in the 
exports of ammonium sulphate, particularly to Japan, 
and of coal-tar dyestuffs. There was a falling off 
in the exports of leather, which can be traced chiefly 
to smaller shipments to the United States and 
Germany; our imports of leather were also reduced 
substantially. A large part of the reduction shown in 
the exports of boots and shoes occurred in the ship- 
ments to the Irish Free State.

The increase in the imports of iron ore is a satisfac- 
tory feature of the returns, reflecting as it does 
greater activity at the blast furnaces. It will be seen 
that there have been heavy reductions in the imports 
of hides as well as of leather. As regards rubber, if 
allowance be made for the changes: in the stocks held 
in London and Liverpool warehouses, the apparent 
absorption by manufacturers was about 31,000 tons in 
the first half of this year, compared with 23,000 tons 
a year earlier.

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Adding the imports of wheat-meal and flour to 
those of wheat in the grain, and allowing for the offals, 
the retained imports were little different in the first 
six months of this year and of last year. The 
imports of wheat from the United States and Canada 
were smaller than a year earlier, while increased quan- 
tities were imported from Argentina and Australia. 
Imports of chilled and frozen beef were smaller than a 
year earlier, while the price appears to have increased, 
the average value of chilled beef from Argentina being 
538s. per cwt. this year, against 50s. a year earlier. 
The reduction in the imports of bacon and hams 
appears to have been associated with a substantial rise 
in prices. 

The increase in the imports of raw sugar and the 
accompanying decrease in the imports of refined sugar 
followed on the changes in the sugar duties carried out 
in the 1928 Finance Act. It would appear that we are 
now importing considerable quantities of unrefined 
beet sugar, in place of refined beet sugar, for the im- 
ports of unrefined sugar from Poland, Germany and 
Czechoslovakia in the first half of this year aggregated 
1,650,000 ewts., compared with only 190,000 cwts. a 
year earlier. The quantities of refined sugar shown 
in the table were mainly the product of sugar beet. 





BRITISH POSTAL TRAFFIC. 


AVERAGE DAILY RECEIPTS. 


The average receipts of the Post Office in Great 
Britain from postal traffe per working day, for each 
month from January, 1928, to June, 1929, are shown 
below. Telegraph and Telephone receipts, Savings 
Bank, and Money and Postal Order business are ex- 
cluded. The value of postage stamps used for receipt 
stamp and other revenue duties is included. The 
figures are an approximately correct index of the move- 
ment from month to month of the amount of postal 
traffic handled, expressed in terms of postage.

WEST INDIES CONFERENCE, 1929. 








RESOLUTION RELATING TO CUSTOMS. 


The Report of the first West Indies Conference, held 
in Barbados in January and February last, has been 
published by the Crown Agents for the Colonies, 4, Mill- 
bank, London, 8.W.1. (Price 2s. 6d. net.) 

The Conference was attended by delegates from the 
several Governments of the West Indies, who met to 
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discuss questions of common concern to the West 
Indian Colonies and to explore the possibilities of 
unified action in the interests of this Group of Colonies. 
Subjects on the agenda included, inter alia: — 

Agriculture and veterinary services; Customs and 
shipping; trade representation in the United Kingdom 
and Canada; migration; cable and news services; cine- 
matographs; West Indian currency; public health ad- 
ministration; and postage. 

The following resolution relating to the West Indian 
Customs was adopted by the Conference :— 

‘* Whereas it is the opinion of the Colonies repre- 
sented at this Conference that the development of their 
inter-Colonial and overseas trade would be advanced by 
greater uniformity in and improvement of the laws and 
regulations relating to Customs procedure and Customs 
duties; 

‘‘ And whereas it appears that further measures of 
revenue protection are required and can be devised ; 

‘* Be it resolved that the Government of Jamaica be 
invited to ask Mr. Barton, Collector-General of 
Jamaica, to continue the preparation of the ground- 
work for a Customs Conference to be held in the year 
1931 for the purpose of diseussing the proposals ; 

‘* And be it further resolved that the Governments 
concerned be invited to supply Mr. Barton with any in- 
formation on the subject in such form as he may re- 
quire, and that he in turn supply such information on 
the subject as may be asked for by the respective 
yovernments.”’ 





PRODUCTION OF SULPHATE 
OF AMMONIA. 


The production of ammonium sulphate in Canada 
during 1928 amounted to 28,090 tons, valued at 
1,108,744 dollars, as compared with 24,708 tons, worth 
1,030,991 dols. in 1927, states a Report recently 
issued by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, Ottawa. 
The whole of the ammonium sulphate made in Canada 
is produced as a by-product of the coke and artificial 
gas industries. 

The bulk of the Dominion production is exported to 
foreign countries for use as a fertiliser. In 1928 exports 
totalled 13,632 tons, valued at 561,696 dols., as com- 
pared with 16,947 tons (730,815 dols.) in 1927. The 
principal countries of destination with the quantities 
and values of Canadian export to each were as follows: 
Japan, 3,248 tons, valued at 135,847 dols.; the United 
States, 2,997 tons (107,542 dols.); Hong Kong, 3,450 
tons (153,646 dols.); China, 1,697 tons (76,891 dols.) ; 
Barbados, 498 tons (19,360 dols.); other British West 
Indies, 306 tons (11,956 dols.); British Guiana, 67 tons 
(3,002 dols.); Cuba, 854 tons (31,187 dols.); and New- 
foundland, 565 tons (22,265 dols.).

INDIAN WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows to the Indian Trade Com- 
missioner in London on the season and crops for the 
weeks ended on the dates stated :— 


RAINFALL AND MONSOON. 


Calcutta, 15th July: During the week ended 14th 
July rainfall was nearly general in Malabar on seven 
days; in Lower Burma on six days; in Bengal and 
Konkan on five days; in Chota Nagpur on four days; in 
the Central Provinces and North Hyderabad on three 
days; in Hyderabad, Orissa and Gujerat on two days; 
and in Bihar, Burma, the West United Provinces, 
West Central India, :the North-West Frontier Province, 
Bombay, Central India, the Deccan, the East United 
Provinces and Sind on one day. There were only local 
or few falls of rain elsewhere. 

The monsoon has been active in Lower Burma, 
Bihar, and the Bombay Deccan. 


CROPS. 


Madras, 6th July: Rainfall was very heavy along the 
West Coast and in the Nilgiri Hills but moderate in the 
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Cirears. The condition of standing crops is fair to 
ood. 

' Bihar and Orissa, 8th July: Rainfall throughout, 
being heavy in Champaran, Muzaffarpur, Durbhanga, 
Purnea, Santal Parganas and Palamau and in parts of 
Monghyr and Bhagalpur, and light to moderate else- 
where. More rain is needed in Cuttack and Manbhum 
for agricultural operations. Abnormally heavy rainfall 
has affected the bhadai crops in parts ef Purnea. Stand- 
ing crops generally are doing well. In the Feudatory 
States of Orissa and Chota Nagpur the weather was 
seasonable; the condition of sugarcane is good. 

United Provinces, 29th June: Rainfall was unevenly 
distributed, being very heavy in Sitapur, Bara, Banki, 
I’yzabad, and Ballia, and light to moderate elsewhere. 
Standing crops are doing well. 

Bombay, 18th July: Rainfall was excessive in Kanara 
and Konkan, where it had retarded rice transplanting, 
and in the Khandesh and the Deccan, where it has 
necessitated the resowing of cotton in places. Rainfall 
was also excessive in parts of the Surat and Broach 
districts and Guzerat, where it has impeded kharif 
sowing. In West Ahmedabad, Eastern Panchmahals, 
Gujerat, the South Deccan and the East Karnatik, rain- 
fall was insufficient for sowings. Elsewhere rainfall 
was good and the agricultural position is satisfactory. 
In Sind the position continues unsatisfactory as rainfall 
is deficient and the river level is low; insects are damag- 
ing the young crops in places. 

Bengal, 10th July: Rainfall was heavy in parts of 
North and East Bengal and generally light to moderate 
elsewhere. More rain is needed to facilitate the trans- 
plantation of winter paddy seedlings in East Bengal. 

Punjab, 8th July: Rain fell throughout, except in 
Deraghazikhan, and was beneficial for standing crops. 
More rain is needed. The condition of standing crops 
generally is average to good. 

Central Provinces, 8th July: Weather was cloudy 
and wet. Rainfall was good throughout except in 
Nimar. Rainfall was light to heavy throughout the 
Feudatory States. 

Assam, 15th July: The weather generally was 
seasonable and hot. The Government continues to help 
distressed people in the flood-affected districts of 
Cachar, Sylhet and Nowgong with rice and agricultural 
loans for restoring cultivation in the areas destroyed by 
the floods. In other districts the prospects for autumn 
rice and jute are not good, for potatoes bad, and for 
other crops generally fair. 





SOUTH AFRICAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS. 


The High Commissioner for the Union of South 
Africa in London has received cabled advice from the 
Department of Agriculture, Pretoria, that the follow- 
ing quantities of South African produce were shipped 
to various United Kingdom ports during the week 
ended 6th July :—Wool, scoured, 1,205 bales, grease, 
1,373 bales; mohair, 174 bales; hides, wet, 2,125 bales, 
dry, 1,096 bales; sheepskins, 470 bales; goatskins, 166 
bales; wattle bark, 981 tons; wattle extract, 313,254 
lbs.; cotton lint, 377,014 lbs. sugar, 8,240 tons; 
tobacco, 906 cases; maize, 22,279 bags; maizemeal, 
10,598 bags; chop, 5,038 bags, and grits, 3,198 bags. 

In addition, the following boxes of fruit were dis- 
patched on 5th July:—Oranges, 30,705; grape fruit, 
1,713; naartjes, 933, and pines, 787,

THE ‘** FOLLOW-UP ”’ CAMPAIGN, 


In a recent article in the ‘‘ Journal ’’ on the pub- 
licity given to the British Industries Fair at home and 
overseas, mention was made of the ‘follow-up ”’ 
series of letters which are sent annually to individual 
buyers in the Empire and in foreign countries. 


The continuous personal touch with many thousands 
of overseas buyers maintained by the ‘‘ follow-up ”’ 
campaign from year to year is, perhaps, the most 
valuable feature of the Fair’s publicity scheme. 


50,000 OvERSEAS BUYERS. 


The Department of Overseas Trade has a standing 
index of some 50,000 names of overseas buyers, which 
forms the basis of the campaign. To ensure accuracy 
the index is checked and revised at frequent intervals, 
each country or district being dealt with separately by 
the Department’s officer on the spot. A series of 
three letters is sent to each buyer annually at in- 
tervals of about one month. In order that buyers in 
far-distant countries may receive their letters in good 
time the dates for the dispatch of these letters are 
varied according to the distance of their destination 
from this country. Thus, letters intended for Australia 
and New Zealand, the Far East, and the Western 
States of South America commence to go out in July, 
the final letter of the series reaching those countries 
early in December, giving ample time for the recipients 
to make the arrangements necessary for their journey 
to the Fair should they decide to visit it, or alterna- 
tively to instruct their agents in this country to visit 
the Fair on their behalf. In the case of nearer coun- 
tries the dates of dispatch are so adjusted that in every 
instance the last letter arrives at a time when it 
emphasises the imminence of the Fair, but allows 
comfortable time to make the journey. 


The first letter contains an announcement of the 
date and venue of the Fair and encloses a reply post- 
card addressed to the Department, which the recipient 
is asked to fill in and return, indicating his intention or 
otherwise of visiting the Fair. The second letter en- 
closes a small illustrated folder, and refers to the pro- 
gress made in the letting of space at the forthcoming 
Fair, while the third letter covers the official card of 
invitation and offers assistance in obtaining hotel 
accommodation in London or Birmingham. In addi- 
tion, copies of the advance edition of the Fair cata- 
logue are issued early in January to all buyers likely 
to visit the Fair from countries which can be reached 
in the time available. 


NINETY CoUNTRIES: TEN LANGUAGES. 


The letters are issued to over 90 countries and are 
printed in ten languages. From the Faroe Isles to 
the Philippines, every country known to the commer- 
cial world is reached by the campaign. 


The thousands of replies which are received annu- 
ally to these letters are indicative of the great interest 
taken in the Fair by overseas business men. Many of 
the replies contain requests for special information re- 
garding the exhibits, and it is thus often possible to 
put exhibitors of special lines into touch with an over- 
seas buyer desirous of obtaining supplies before the 
Fair itself is open. 


The personal appeal made by this campaign is un- 
doubtedly of the greatest value to the exhibitor, and 
is only made possible by the vast organisation at the 
disposal of the Department which helps to ‘make the 
Fair known and appreciated all over the world.

AGRICULTURE IN BRITISH COLUMBIA. 
(From the High Commissioner for Canada in London.) 


According to the Annual Report for 1928 of the British 
Columbia Department of Agriculture, substantial gains in 
production were registered in most of the main classes of 
agriculture in the Province during that year. Increases 
were recorded in livestock, meats, poultry products, dairy 
products, fruit, grain and fodders, while decreases were 
shown in the production of potatoes, honey, hops and 
tobacco. 


FRvIt. 


Outstanding is the sharp advance shown by the fruit crop, 
which, at 233,598,000 lbs., attained a new high record, ex- 
ceeding that of the previous year by 59,636,000 Ibs., or 
34-28 per cent. The total value of the crop was 8,215,898 
dollars, or an increase of 12-02 per cent. over 1927. Prices, 
on the whole, it is pointed out, remained unsatisfactory. 


The total apple crop was 195,936,000 lbs., as compared 
with 145,824,000 lbs. produced in 1927. Other tree fruits 
showed an increase of 66-64 per cent. in quantity, the 1928 
crop amounting to 24,274,000 lbs., as against 14,566,000 Ibs. 
in 1927. 

Small fruits produced amounted to 13,388,000 Ibs., valued 
at 1,314,159 dols., as compared with 13,572,000 lbs., valued 
at 1,358,174 dols., in 1927, indicating a decrease of 1-35 per 
cent. in quantity and 3-24 per cent. in value. 


Darry Propvucts—LIvVESTocK AND Pou.LtTry. 


The value of all dairy products is given as 12,934,156 dols., 
an increase over 1927 of 253,147 dols., while elsewhere in 
the Report it is pointed out that the number of milch cows

in the Province increased from 93,745 to 102,963 during the 
year, and of other cattle from 270,618 to 295,501. 


That British Columbia is rapidly developing a substantial 
livestock industry is also indicated in the increase of 40,123 
in the number of sheep in the Province during the year, 
the total being reported as 170,255 head for 1928, or an in- 
crease of 30°83 per cent. over 1927. The rise in the sheep 
industry is also reflected in a 35-72 per cent. increase in 
wool production, which exceeded the output of 1927 by 
258,111 lbs. The number of swine is also growing, 59, 004 
being reported for 1928, as against 51,070 in 1927. 


Good progress was made during the year in the poultry 
branch of the Province’s agricultural activities, the number 
of poultry increasing from 3,157,069 to 3,782, 163, while egg 
production in 1928 amounted to 14, 876, 757 dozen, or 
3,538,124 dozen more than in the previous year. 





CYPRUS. 


FOREIGN TRADE IN MAY. 


The Trade Commissioner for Cyprus in London reports 
that during May last imports and exports amounted in 
value to £173, 704 and £132,309, whereas the figures for 
th efive years’ average May, 1924- 28, were £127,160 and 
£113,463 respectively. 


There was a further increase in imports during May, as 
compared with May, 1928, but a slight fall in exports. In 
both cases, however, the values were in excess of the quin- 
quennial average. Imports were £30,362 above those of 
May, 1928, and £46,544 over the quinquennial average. 
The principal items showing increases were flour, £6,387 ; 
cotton goods, £4,764; petrol, £3,528; and motor cars, 
£3,423. There was a general all-round increase in other 
articles. Exports were £16,556 less than in May last year, 
but £18,846 above the quinquennial average. The item 
which accounted for this decline was carobs. Other exports 
showed increases, the principal being in potatoes, £7,996; 
pyrites, £5,481; wine, £3,064; and asbestos, £2,323. 


During the month under review 22 steamers called at 
Larnaca, 25 at Limassol, and 20 at Famagusta, as against 
an average of 27, 28 and 21 respectively in the correspond- 
ing month of 1928.

FOREIGN TRADE IN 1928. 


According to the Report by His Majesty’s Government in 
the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland to the Council of the League of Nations on the 
administration of Palestine and Trans-Jordan for the 
year 1928 (H.M. Stationery Office, price 4s. 9d. net), im- 
ports and exports from Palestine during the year under 
review amounted in value to £P.6,770,818 and £P.1,487,207, 
as compared with £P.6,184,454 and £P.1,899,759 respec- 
tively in 1927. The decline in exports was chiefly due to 
the almost complete failure of the crops after the severe 
drought.

ALGERIA. 


FOREIGN TRADE IN 1928. 


The British Consul-General at Algiers reports that the 
total value of the foreign trade during the year under 
review was 8,764 million francs, as compared with 7,927 
million frs. in 1927. In 1928 imports and exports amounted 
to 4,768 million frs. and 3,996 million frs. respectively. In 
1913 exports represented only 75 per cent. of imports, but 
in 1928 this percentage had increased to 80 per cent. 
Algeria depends to a large extent upon her agriculture, 
although each year economic conditions are being modified. 
On a gold basis, trade in 1928 represented a total value 
of 1,757 million frs., as against 1,177 million frs. in 1913; 
i.e., an increase of 580 million gold frs., of which 274 million 
frs. represent exports and 306 million frs. imports. The 
percentage of agricultural products now equals 76 per cent. 
of the total exports, against 65 per cent. in 1913, and manu- 
factured articles 8 per cent., as compared with 6 per cent. 


IMPORTS AND Exports. 


Imports of the following commodities during 1928 were 
larger than in 1927:—Motors; wood for construction; 
minerals and heavy oils; iron and steel; sugar, etc.; agri- 
cultural machinery and implements; ironmongery; cement 
and limestone; soap; chemicals; clothing; tea; coffee; and 
staves for barrels, while a decline was recorded in imports 
of the following items :—Cereals; soya oil; fresh and frozen 
meat; boots and shoes; and glassware. It should be stated 
that soya oil was partially replaced in 1928 by groundnut 
oil and native olive oil. 


As regards exports, the following commodities showed an 
advance on the figures recorded for 1927:— Wheat; olive 
oil; barley; oats; meal; tobacco in leaf; cork; manufac- 
tured tobacco; fresh fruit; essence of geranium; sardines 
(preserved); alfa; wine and eggs. On the other hand, 
declines were shown in shipments of sheep; cotton in bulk; 
phosphates; fresh vegetables; zinc; iron and lead. The 
fall in exports of sheep was due to the epidemic during 
1926-27, but these losses have now almost been made good. 


The decline in cotton was more serious, as since 1913 
there had been a regular advance; nevertheless, the exports 
for 1928 (some 11,635 quintals) are nine times the pre-war 
export, and exceed the average for the past five years 
(8,197 quintals). Phosphate exports have dropped by 
109,472 tons. The total of 766,834 tons is, however, better 
than the quinquennial average (721,696 tons). Metallic 
minerals, as compared with 1925, show an increase of 
43 million frs. 

Transit TRADE. 


This trade is chiefly concerned with consignments for the 
Saharan oases and for eastern Morocco. The Customs 
returns for Oudja, the nexus of land communication with 
Morocco, show in 1928 an export of 79,000 quintals of 
sugar and 26,000 quintals of mineral oils and essences, 
both these totals being smaller than in 1927. 


SHIPPING. 


Of the 2,540,000 tons of coal imported in 1928, 1,850,000 
tons were used for coaling ships, an increase of 330,000 tons

over 1927. Crude oil used for fuelling ships in 1928 
amounted to 21,900 tons, as compared with 10,000 tons in 
1927; an increase of over 100 per cent. 

Ships loaded in 1928 totalled 9,500, as against 9,168 in 
1927, the tonnage amounting to 16,042,065 and 14,868,644 
respectively. The total number of ships entering or leaving 
Algerian ports during 1928 was 36,466, of a tonnage of 
46,503,168, as compared with 36,552 ships in 1927, of a 
tonnage of 42,267,872. 





ITALY. 


IMPORT TRADE OF GENOA IN 1928. 


The British Consul-General at Genoa reports that the 
percentage of merchandise loaded and unloaded at the 
port of Genoa during 1928 carried by Italian vessels 
amounted to 56:27, an increase of -70 as compared with 
1927. The principal increases according to nationalities 
were British by 382,088 tons; French, 50,288; Jugo-Slav, 
18,732; American, 14,583; German, 12,406; Swedish, 
10,979; Norwegian, 5,341; and Greek, 2,709 tons; while 
declines were recorded in Japanese shipping by 32,871 
tons; Spanish, 39,104; and Dutch, 43,371 tons. 


PRINCIPAL IMPORTS. 


The import of British coal was comparatively stationary, 
but imports from Germany rose from 451,044 tons in 1927 
to 790,919 tons in 1928. Slight increases occurred in the 
import of Soviet Union and Polish coal, while imports of 
American coal amounted to only 56,221 tons. 


Imports of cereals in 1928 amounted to 1,522,745 tons, 
an increase over 1927 of 304,035 tons, maize being almost 
entirely responsible for the rise. Imports of maize rose 
from 167,849 tons to 476,874 tons, being almost all of 
Argentine origin; the figures for wheat remained prac- 
tically unchanged. 

With regard to countries of origin, 53 per cent. came 
from Argentina, and next in order were Canada and the 
United States. Imports from the Soviet Union completely 
disappeared. There was a notably large quantity of flour 
imported, chiefly from the United States, but the imports 
of bran were very limited. 


Oil seed imports advanced by more than 30,000 tons, the 
following changes being principally noticeable :—Arachis, 
constituting the highest amount, increased by about 20,000 
tons. Sesame re-entered the market with over 10,000 tons. 
Flax, copra and castor all showed slight increases. About 
3,000 tons of soya beans were imported from Manchuria, 
while the only decrease appeared in rape seed. 


Cotton, which supplies one of the largest and most 
flourishing of the Italian industries, showed a notable in- 
crease over 1927 of about 23,000 tons, divided as follows in 
regard to countries of origin :—The United States and India 
approximately 9,000 tons each; Egypt, 3,000 tons; and 
Erithrea and Italian Somaliland, about 600 tons. Imports 
from Argentina, which had promised well during recent 
years, remained undeveloped during 1928. Although small, 
the amount brought into Genoa from Sicily maintained its 
previous level. 


Imports of wool showed an increase of almost 9,000 tons, 
about 2,000 tons more coming from the Plate and about 
6,000 tons from Australia. There was a slight increase in 
imports from South Africa. 


Jute imports maintained almost the same level as in 
1927 with 27,231 tons, of which 26,547 came from India. 


Hemp.—The amount of hemp imported rose by 1,000 
tons, as compared with 1927. Cocoanut fibres showed a 
slight diminution, while miscellaneous fibres increased by 
about 1,000 tons. 


Metals.—The very notable improvement shown in the 
field of mechanical and metallurgical industry is revealed 
clearly by the figures for imports of raw metals during 
1928, a part of which is consequent upon the development 
of electrification. While during the preceding year there 
was a diminution of 120,000 tons, in 1928 there was an 
increase Of 150,000 tons, composed of 87,295 tons of scrap 
iron and steel; 44,361 tons of cast iron; 11,730 tons of 
copper; 5,645 tons of lead. The imports of old iron and 
steel from the United States should be noted, amounting to 
66,290 tons. The largest quantities of cast iron, exclusive 
of the national product from Elba, came from the United 
Kingdom, which latter country also supplied the pig iron 
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scrap. In regard to copper, the largest quantities came 
from the United States (electrolytic), Chile and South 
Africa. The bulk of the lead came from Spain. 


Finished and semi-finished metals showed a considerable 
increase, rising from 26,297 tons in 1927 to 43,812. Tin- 
plates advanced by more than 10,000 tons; bars and sheet- 
ing showed slight increases; other finished metals increased 
by more than 5,000 tons, 


Imports of cellulose rose from 40,624 tons in 1927 to 
54,567, imports from Finland being larger and those from 
Canada smaller. 

Generally speaking, imports of chemical products de- 
creased by more than 8,000 tons. Sulphate of soda fell by 
18,000 tons; in 1927 Belgium sent about 12,000 tons, 
whereas in 1928 such imports almost ceased. There were 
considerable imports of sulphate of ammonia for agricul- 
tural purposes, coming from Terranova Pausania, where a 
new industry has been started. In 1928 the total was 
8,758 tons. Among other materials, sulphate, wine lees 
and glycerine increased. About 450 tons of calcium nitrate 
were imported from Germany. 

Imports of lubricating oils and combustibles advanced 
by 5,000 tons and 8,000 tons respectively, as compared with 
1927. 

Imports of olive oil totalled 70,648 tons, constituting an 
increase of 20,000 tons over 1927; palm oils, coming almost 
exclusively from West Africa, rose by 8,000 tons, while oil 
seeds showed a slight decline. 


Phosphate imports showed a_ considerable decrease, 
receding from 211,561 tons to 186,229 tons; nitrate, on the 
other hand, increased by 15,000 tons. 


FoopstTurFrrFs. 


Imports of frozen meat remained almost unchanged when 
compared with 1927; considerably smaller quantities came 
from Argentina, while larger consignments came from 
Brazil, the United States, and the Soviet Union. 


Imports of fat backs and lard from the United States 
showed a considerable increase, rising from 500 tons in 
1927 to 3,953 tons in 1928. 


Imports of dried fish fell by 4,000 tons. There was an 
increase of almost 8,000 tons in imports of preserved fish, 
due principally to the import of 5,000 tons of herrings and 
salt fish and 4,000 tons of tunny; there was a decrease of 
1,000 tons in salmon imports. Sugar imports reached 
47,849 tons, which constituted an advance of 22,000 tons 
over 1927; Cuba’s share increased by 11,000 tons and 
Poland’s by 7,000 tons; the native sugar of Italian Somali- 
land showed a slight increase. About 34,634 tons of coffee 
were imported, as compared with 30,373 tons in 1927; 
imports from Brazil decreased by 3,000 tons, while there 
was an advance of the same amount in imports from 
Central America. Imports from the Black Sea and Java 
were larger. Imports of cocoa increased by 2,339 tons over 
1927, with a notable increase in imports from West Africa. 





SMYRNA. 


EXPORT TRADE IN 1928. 


The British Consul-General at Smyrna reports that ex- 
ports during the year under review amounted to 
£T .75,457,503, as compared with £T.92,170,557 in 1927. 
The decline may be chiefly attributed to the failure of the 
wheat and tobacco crops and to the low prices secured for 
raisins in consequence of foreign competition. The princi- 
pal export commodities in point of value, are tobacco, 
sultanas, figs, valonea and carpets. The value of the 
shares of the chief recipient countries are shown in the fol- 
lowing table :—

POLAND. 


FOREIGN TRADE IN MAY. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Warsaw reports 
that during May last imports and exports amounted in 
value to 272,232,000 zloty (£6,280,000) and 226,852,000 zloty 
(£5,233,000), an excess in value of the former over the latter 
of 45,380,000 zloty (£1,047,000). The relevant figures for 
May, 1928, were: Imports £6,839,000 and _ exports 
£4,655,000. 

The deficit in the foreign trade balance since the begin- 
ning of the current year amounts to £9,219,000, as com- 
pared with £10,727 ,000 in the corresponding period of 1928. 


The following table shows the value of the chief imports 
and exports during May last :— 
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British and Dutch Guiana vied in the supply of crude 
bauxite aluminium, the latter, together with small quanti- 
ties from Japan, showing 54 per cent. to British Guiana’s 
46 per cent. Manganese alloy, largely from Norway, figured 
at 52 per cent. for other countries and 48 per cent. for 
the United Kingdom. 


The British Empire supplied 40 per cent. of the total 
‘* other cabinet woods in the log,’’ 30 per cent. coming from 
the Philippine Islands and 30 per cent. from other countries. 
About 19 per cent. of the copra oil seeds imported came 
from Empire countries, but all the remainder came from 
the Philippine Islands, except a small quantity from the 
Republic of Honduras.

IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION IN JUNE. 


The National Federation of Iron and Steel Manufac- 
turers reports that 657,800 tons of pig iron were produced 
in June, as compared with 654,800 tons in May and 563,700 
tons in June, 1928. The daily rate for each of these months 
was thus 21,927 tons, 21,123 tons and 18,790 tons respec-

BRITISH EMPIRE IMPORTS INTO NEW 
ORLEANS. 


The British Vice-Consul at New Orleans has forwarded a 
memorandum concerning the chief imports from British 
Empire countries into New Orleans during 1928 as follows: 

The British Empire holds a monopoly in the import of tin 
bars and blocks, palm oil and ferro-alloying metals. These 
commodities come chiefly from British Malaya, British 
West Africa and the United Kingdom. Among competing 
commodities the Empire’s greatest lead was in jute and 
burlap, of which she supplied, largely from India, 96 per 
cent. of the total imported, Italy, with 3 per cent., being 
the nearest competitor, and most of the European countries 
participated in the balance. Great Britain supplied 89 per 
cent. of the tea imported, Japan and Mexico furnishing 
10 per cent. and 1 per cent. respectively. 


Germany was the only competitor in agricultural 
machinery, supplying about 18 per cent. to the United 
Kingdom’s 82 per cent. 


Central American competition was successfully withstood 
by British Honduras in Spanish cedar cabinet woods, with 
70 per cent., as against 30 per cent. from Mexico, Nicaragua 
and the Republic of Honduras. The same was true of 
mahogany cabinet wood logs, of which the British Empire 
supplied 66 per cent., largely from British Honduras, with 
smaller quantities from British West Africa and the United 
Kingdom, as against 34 per cent. from Central America, 
France and French Africa. 


The United Kingdom supplied 60 per cent. of the ‘‘ hoop 
and band iron for baling,’’ 40 per cent. coming from other 
countries, chiefly Germany, with 33 per cent. 


_ About 62 per cent. of the dead or creosote oil imported 
into New Orleans came from the United Kingdom, while 
Belgium, the nearest competitor, furnished 32 per cent. 


Imports of cleaned or milled rice, chiefly from India, 
showed 60 per cent. from the British Empire and 28 per 
cent. from the nearest competitor, Mexico. 


Newsprint paper from Newfoundland and Canada, princi- 
pally the former, showed 56 per cent. as compared with 
44 per cent. from other countries, of which Finland supplied 
33 per cent.

CANADA. 


COAL AND COKE MOVEMENTS IN MARCH 
QUARTER. 


(From the High Commissioner for Canada in London.) 


According to the Quarterly Coal and Coke Statistics for 
Canada, issued by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics at 
Ottawa, Canada’s coal production was 2 per cent. higher 
in the first quarter of 1929 than in the corresponding period 
of 1928, while imports into the Dominion of coal were 7 per 
cent. greater. The coke statement indicates an increased 
production of 22 per cent. over the corresponding period a 
year ago, and 28 per cent. over the first quarter of 1927. 
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The tonnage of coke charged to iron blast furnaces was 
24 per cent. above the total for the first three months of 
1928. 


The output of coal from Canadian mines in the first 
three months of 1929 amounted to 4,613,739 tons, as com- 
pared with 4,508,297 tons in the first quarter of 1928. Im- 
ports during the quarter were 3,343,830 tons, comprising 
3,282,895 tons from the United States; 51,184 tons from 
Great Britain; 9,716 tons from Russia; and 35 tons from 
Newfoundland, as against 3,112,224 tons, of which 3,094,271 
tons were from the United States and 17,953 tons from 
Great Britain during the first quarter of 1928. 


Details of the importations show a total for anthracite 
133,557 tons greater than in the first quarter of 1928, the 
figure for January-March of this year being 861,724 tons. 
Imports of bituminous coal were 96,585 tons greater, the 
total for the quarter being 2,476,421 tons. 


Exports of Canadian coal were also slightly greater at 
240,113 tons, as against 224,884 tons in the first quarter of 
1928. 


CoKE. 


That the manufacture of coke is a rapidly growing in- 
dustry in Canada, due to increased sales and larger 
smelter requirements, is evident from the figures for the 
quarter. Production in Canada during the three months 
ended 31st March totalled 650,617 tons, as compared with 
533,671 tons reported for the first quarter of 1928 and 
506,587 tons produced during the corresponding period of 
1927. 


Makers of coke reported sales during the first quarter 
of this year of 316,713 tons, compared with 238,497 tons a 
year ago, and consumption in associated smelters rose to 
303,515 tons from 263,668 tons. Tonnage used in coke 
plants also rose to 67,396 from 60,088. 


Charges to coke ovens during the first quarter of 1929 
included 656,771 tons of imported bituminous coal out of 
a total of 894,175 tons, Canadian mines supplying the 
balance of 237,404 tons. Canada also imported in the period 
under review 327,764 tons of coke, which, with the Canadian 
production of 650,617 tons, made an available supply of 
978,381 tons; allowing for 7,172 tons exported, apparent con- 
sumption amounted to 971,209 tons. This figure compares 
with 760,234 tons in the first quarter of 1928, showing an 
increase in Canada’s coke requirements this year of nearly 
28 per cent. Coke charged to iron blast furnaces during the 
three months ended 3lst March totalled 290,087 tons, as 
against 234,115 tons charged in the first quarter of 1928, 
an advance for this year of 24 per cent.

KIEL CANAL TRAFFIC IN MAY. 
(From the Acting British Consul-General.) 
HAMBURG. 
The volume of traffic through the Kiel Canal during May 
showed an improvement over the preceding month, 4,911 
vessels, aggregating 1,671,309 net register tons, passing 
through the canal, as against 4,599 in April. Of the 4,911 
vessels, 2,252 were registered as sea-going steamers aggregat- 
ing 1,679,131 n.r. tons, and of these, 2,101 were cargo and 
passenger steamers of 1,671,309 n.r. tons, 150 tugs of 7,734 
n.r. tons, and one fishing steamer of 88 n.r. tons. There 
were also 2,278 sailing vessels of 114,353 n.r. tons, 144 
lighters and barges of 43,632 n.r. tons and 237 naval and 
service and pleasure vessels of 45,167 tons.

UNITED KINGDOM—TURKEY. 


EXCHANGE OF NOTES. 


A modus vivendi has been established by means of an 
Exchange of Notes, dated 2nd July, 1929, between His 
Majesty’s Ambassador in Turkey and the Turkish Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, to make provision for the commercial 
relations between the United Kingdom and Turkey during 
the period which will elapse between the termination, on 
6th August next, of the Commercial Convention, signed at 
Lausanne on 24th July, 1923, and the entry into force of 
the Treaty of Commerce between Great Britain and Turkey 
which is now under negotiation. ‘The Notes provide for the 
mutual accord of most-favoured-nation treatment to the 
subjects or citizens and the goods of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland in Turkey and of Turkey in Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland respectively, also for most-+ 
favoured-nation treatment of British vessels in Turkish 
ports and Turkish vessels in the ports of Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland. Provision is made for the extension 
of the stipulations of the Notes to the self-governing 
Dominions, to India and to British Colonies, Possessions, 
Protectorates and to mandated territories administered by 
one or other of His Majesty’s Governments. 

The modus vivendi takes effect, as indicated above, from 
6th August next and it is provided that it will remain in 
force for @ minimum period of six months, after which it 
can be terminated by either Party at any time provided 
three months’ notice has been given. Provision is made 
for separate termination of the modus vivendi as regards any 
British Dominion, or India or any British Colony, Posses- 
sion, Protectorate or mandated territory to which its 
terms have been extended. 

The Notes are practically identical in terms and the 
translation of the Note signed on behalf of the Turkish 
Government is quoted in full below :-— 


Your Excellency, Angora, July 2, 1929. 
It being the desire of the Government of the Republic of 
Turkey and of His Britannic Majesty’s Government in 
the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern Ireland 
to avoid any impediment to the trade and commerce of 
their respective countries on the lapse of the Commercial 
Convention signed at Lausanne on 24th July, 1923, and 
pending the entry into force of the treaty of commerce and 
navigation now being negotiated, I have the honour to 
inform your Excellency that the Government of the 
Republic of Turkey undertakes, on condition of reciprocity, 
to accord, as from 6th August, 1929, to British citizens, 
and goods the produce or manufacture of Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland, treatment in Turkey which shall 
be as favourable in all respects as that accorded to the 
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COMMERCIAL TREATIES AND ARRANGEMENTS—Continued. 





nationals of, and goods the produce or manufacture of, the 
most favoured foreign country. This treatment shall be 
accorded in all matters of commerce and navigation, and 
as regards importation, exportation and transit, and in 
general all that concerns Customs duties and formalities 
and commercial operations, the establishment of British 
subjects in Turkey, the exercise of commerce, industries 
and professions and the payment of taxes. 

2. British vessels, their cargoes and passengers shall 
enjoy in the ports, rivers and territorial waters of Turkey 
treatment not less favourable than that accorded to the 
vessels of the most favoured foreign country and their 
cargoes and passengers. 

3. The foregoing stipulations shall be extended, on 
condition of reciprocity, to any of His Britannic Majesty’s 
Colonies, Possessions or Protectorates, or to any mandated 
territory administered by His Majesty’s Government in 
the United Kingdom, if a notification to that effect is given 
by His Britannic Majesty’s representative in Turkey to 
the Government of the Republic of Turkey. 

4. The Government of any of His Britannic Majesty’s 
self-governing Dominions, or the Government of India, 
may, on condition of reciprocity, accede to the present 
modus vivendi by giving notice through His Britannic 
Majesty’s representative in Turkey of their desire that its 
stipulations shall apply to their respective territories, 
including any mandated territories administered by such 
Governments. 

5. The undertakings contained in this note will take 
effect as from 6th August, 1929, and will remain in force 
for a period of six months at least, it being understood 
that they may be terminated by either party by giving 
three months’ notice at the end of the third month or at 
any time subsequently.

of paragraph 3 above, it may be terminated separately 
by either party, at the end of the third month or at any 
time subsequently, on three months’ notice to that effect 


being given either by or to His Britannic Majesty’s repre- ° 


sentative in Turkey.

CANADA. 


MARKING OF IMPORTED RUBBER GLOVES. 


Memorandum 9A (Supplement No. 7), issued on 26th 
June by the Canadian Commissioner of Customs, contains 
copy of an Order-in-Council, dated 24th June, which re- 
quires rubber gloves imported into Canada to be marked, 
stamped, branded or labelled in legible English or French 
words, in a conspicuous place that shall not be covered or 
obscured by any subsequent attachments or arrangements, 
so as to indicate the country of origin. Such marking, 
etc., must be as nearly indelible and permanent as the 
nature of the goods will permit. 

The Order took effect on Ist June. 


TARIFF AMENDMENTS ENACTED. 

The Board of Trade have been informed by the Colonial 
Canadian Customs Tariff as passed by the Canadian House 
of Commons, particulars of which were given in the 
‘¢ Journal’? of 2lst March (page 382) and of 20th June 
(page 768) have been embodied in an Act which was 
assented to on 14th June. 





CEYLON. 


GENERAL INCREASE OF IMPORT DUTIES. 

The Board of Trade have been informed by the Colonial 
Office that the Governor of Ceylon, in his address at the 
opening of the session of the Legislative Council on 4th 
July, announced the imposition of a surtax of 5 per cent. on 
the existing import duties, to be enforced immediately. 





PALESTINE. 


IMPORT PROHIBITIONS 


With reference to the notice in the “ Journal ”’ of 18th 
April (page 503) respecting import and export prohibitions 
and restrictions in Palestine, it should be noted that an 
Order, dated 3lst May, withdraws the prohibition on the 
import and transit of compounds of antimony, arsenic, 


cadmium, chromium, copper, mercury, lead or zinc; 
gamboge ; picric acid (carbazotic acid); Victoria yellow 
(saffron substitute, dinitrocresol); Manchester yellow 


(naphthol yellow, Martius yellow); aurantia (Imperial 
yellow); and aurine (rosolic acid, yellow coralline), and 
replaces it by a prohibition on food-colouring agents con- 
taining any of these materials.

EXPORT OF WALNUT WOOD PERMITTED. 


The French “ Journal Officiel’’ for 12th July contains a 
notice issued by the Ministry of Agriculture intimating 
that the restrictions which have hitherto been imposed on 
the export from France of walnut wood in certain forms are 
suspended until further notice. 





GERMANY. 





TARIFF CHANGES (AGRICULTURAL 
PRODUCE). 

The ‘ Reichsgesetzblatt’’ for 6th July contains a Law, 
dated 3rd July, which increases the ‘‘ General’ Tariff duty 
on fresh, salted or melted butter (Tariff No. 134) from 30 
to 50 Reichsmarks per 100 kilogs. as from 3lst July, 1929. 
This duty is to remain in force until 3lst December, 1933; 
it is not to be lower than 40 Rm. up to 3lst December, 1935, 
and is not to be less than 30 Rm. from Ist January, 1936. 
The duty on cream (ex Tariff No. 134) is fixed at two-thirds 
of the duty on butter. 

[Note.—There is at present a ‘‘ Conventional’’ duty on 
butter of 274 Rm. per 100 kilogs., and this will remain 
applicable to butter from countries enjoying most-favoured- 
nation treatment in Germany until the provisions of the 
Germany-Finland Commercial Treaty fixing this rate are 
altered. The present duty on cream is 20 Rm. per 100 
kilogs. ] 

A further Law of the same date increases the ‘‘ General ”’ 
Tariff duties on potatoes (Tariff No. 23) to the following 
rates :— 

During the period from 15th February to 3lst August— 

4 Rm. per 100 kilogs. 
During the period from Ist September to 14th February— 
2 Rm. per 100 kilogs. 

The date of enforcement of this Law is not yet fixed. 

[Note.—The present ‘‘General’’ Tariff duty on potatoes 
imported during the period from 15th February to 31st 
July is 4 Rm. per 100 kilogs.; but there are lower ‘‘ Conven- 
tional’’ rates, as follows, applicable to imports from 
countries enjoying most-favoured-nation treatment in 
Germany : — 

On old potatoes, imported from 15th February to 15th 

April—1 Rm. per 100 kilogs. 
On all potatoes, imported from Ist April to 3lst July— 
14 Rm. per 100 kilogs. 

The present ‘‘General’’ Tariff duty on all potatoes im- 
ported during the period from lst August to 14th February 
is 1 Rm. per 100 kilogs.]

The same issue of the ‘‘ Reichsgesetzblatt ’”’ also contains 
two Ministerial Orders, dated 2nd and 3rd July, increasing 
the ‘‘General’”’ Tariff duties of rye, wheat, oats and cer- 
tain products thereof, as from 10th July. 

On rye and oats (Tariff Nos. 1 and 4), the ‘‘ General ’’ 
Tariff duty is increased from 5 to 7 Rm. per 100 kilogs. 
Imports from countries enjoying most-favoured-nation 
treatment will pay the ‘‘ Conventional” rate of 6 Rm. 
fixed by the German-Swedish Commercial Treaty so 
long as this remains in force. 

On wheat and spelt (Tariff No. 2), the ‘‘ General” Tariff 
duty is increased from 5 to 7} Rm. per 100 kilogs., but 
imports from countries enjoying most-favoured-nation 
treatment will pay 64 Rm. per 100 kilogs., the rate 
fixed by the German-Swedish Treaty. 

On meal and flour (even baked or roasted), of grain other 
than oats or barley (ex Tariff No. 162) the ‘‘ General ”’ 
Tariff duty is increased from 12} to 143 Rm. per 100 
kilogs. The present ‘‘ Conventional’ rate of 115 Rm. 
fixed by the Franco-German Commercial Convention 
lapsed on 10th July, under a Franco-German exchange 
of Notes of 27th June. 





HUNGARY. 


EXPORT OF FODDER. 


H.M. Representative at Buda-Pest reports that the 
prohibition of the exportation of all kinds of fresh or dry 
fodder falling under Tariff No. 39 (hay, grass, straw) from 
Hungary (except under licence) has been withdrawn by a 
Decree dated 15th June. 


IMPORT DUTIES ON SEWING COTTON, ETC. 


With reference to the notice in the “Journal” of 
4th July (page 19) regarding the Hungarian Customs 
duties on sewing cotton, it is stated in a Decree dated 
29th May and published in the Hungarian Official Gazette 
of Ist June, that the conventional duty of 320 gold 
kronen per 100 kilogs. under Tariff No. 551 (a) 2 is not 
applicable to sewing cotton, but to yarns other than 
sewing cotton. Sewing cotton (more than 3-ply) in make- 
up weighing over 5 grammes is therefore dutiable at the 
General Tariff rate of 400 gold kronen per 100 kilogs. 

The duties applicable under Tariff No. 551 to imports 
from the United Kingdom and other countries enjoying 
most-favoured-nation treatment in Hungary are :— 

Cotton yarn and thread made up for retail sale :— 

(a) In make-up weighing over 5 grammes :— 

Not over 2-ply, in make-up weighing over 15 
grammes—duty 200 gold kr. per 100 kilogs. 
(‘‘ Conventional ’’). 

Three-ply sewing cotton—duty, 280 gold kr. per 
100 kilogs. (‘*‘ Conventional ’’). 

Sewing cotton over 3-ply—duty, 400 gold kr. 
per 100 kilogs. (‘‘ General ’’). 

Other—duty, 320 gold kr. per 100 kilogs. (‘* Con- 
ventional ’’). 


(6) In make-up weighing not more than 5 grammes— 
duty, 420 gold kr. per 100 kilogs. (“‘ Conventional ’’). 





ITALY. 


EXPORT OF WHEAT. 


The “‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale’ (Rome) for 28th June contains 
a Law dated 27th June, which continues in force, for an 
indefinite period, the prohibition on the exportation of 
wheat from Italy. 





NETHERLANDS. 


EXPORT OF AGRICULTURAL, ETC., PRODUCTS. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at The 
Hague has forwarded translation of a Law, dated 3lst May, 
regarding the quality control of agricultural, horticultural, 
meat and dairy products in the Netherlands. Under this 
Law the export of butter and cheese is prohibited (with cer- 
tain exceptions) unless marked in accordance with existing 
legislation or accompanied by a Ministerial certificate 
stating that they originate from a Butter or Cheese Control 
Station under State control. The export of bacon and salt

pork may be prohibited to certain countries to be indicated 
by the Ministry for Home Affairs and Agriculture unless 
marked in a manner to be indicated by the Minister. 

The export of other products affected by the Law to all 
or certain countries may be prohibited, by Decree issued 
under the Law, unless they comply with conditions laid down 
by such Decree. 

Translation of the Law may be seen by persons interested 
at the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W.1. 





NICARAGUA. 


IMPORTATION OF COMMERCIAL 
TRAVELLERS’ SAMPLES. 

Under the Nicaraguan Customs Tariff provision is made 
for the temporary duty-free admission of Commercial 
Travellers’ samples subject to conditions ensuring their re- 
export, or the payment of duty thereon, within a prescribed 
period. 

H.M. Representative at Managua has forwarded particu- 
lars of instructions which have recently been issued to the 
Customs on the matter. It is provided that :— 


1. The Customs will only recognise as commercial travellers 
such persons as present documents issued by the firms they 
represent accrediting them as such. 


2. Commercial travellers must be furnished by their princi- 
pals with complete and detailed lists of their samples. 


3. Samples must be restricted to the type and quality of 
the articles represented and must not be in greater quanti- 
ties than are actually required for the purpose of propa- 
ganda. For example: piece-goods must not exceed half 
a yard in length of the full width of the cloth; for ready- 
made clothing, neckties, etc., only one sample of each type 
or shape can be admitted, but varieties of material or 
colour can be shown by cuttings; for other manufactured 
articles such as cheap jewellery, cutlery, china, paints, 
varnishes, pencils, toilet articles, foodstuffs, medicines, 
etc., only one sample of each different type is admissible. 


4. If a commercial traveller or other agent attempts to intro- 
duce as samples larger quantities of articles than are 
really requisite for a set of samples, no portion of the 
goods shall be considered as samples, but the Customs will 
treat the whole of the goods as merchandise and levy the 
usual duties, no claim for a refund being admissible. 





POLAND. 


EXPORT DUTIES ON GLYCERINE LYES 
AND OATS. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Warsaw 
reports that by an Order, dated 11th June, the period during 
which glycerine lyes exported from Poland are to be exempt 
from export duty has been extended until 3lst December, 
1929. A further Order, dated 20th June, repeals the export 
duty on oats as from Ist July. 





REDUCED DUTIES ON MACHINERY. 


An Order published in the Polish ‘‘ Journal of Laws”’ 
of 30th June continues in force until 3lst December next 
the provisions of previous Orders under which only 20 per 
cent. of the normal Customs duty need be paid on machinery 
and apparatus of kinds not manufactured in Poland, when 
imported into Poland to form a component part of newly- 
installed complete equipment of industrial establishments, 
or for the purpose of reducing costs or increasing industrial 
or agricultura] production, 

The Order also provides that the duty payable, until the 
same date, on steam and water tanks for water tube boilers 
(falling under Tariff No. 152 (1)) is to be 25 per cent, of 
the normal Customs duty, instead of 20 per cent. thereof, 
as before. 





SPAIN. 





PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period 10th to 20th July in respect of import and export 
duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or 
notes of the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 33-53 per cent.

SWITZERLAND. 
IMPORT, ETC., OF CEREALS AND FLOUR. 


The ‘‘ Recueil des Lois Fédérales’’ for 26th and 29th June 
contains a series of Decrees regarding the new system of 
control over the trade in bread-making cereals and flour in 
Switzerland, which came into force on Ist July for a period 
of three years. Following the recent referendum, the corn 
monopoly is to be abolished, and the State is to form and 
maintain a reserve of corn, to acquire home-grown wheat 
at a guaranteed price in excess of the world price, to sell 
it to millers, to pay milling premiums and to protect the 
national milling industry against foreign competition. 

Under this system, the import of seed wheat, rye and 
spelt is subject to licence from the Wheat Administration, 
which will only be granted for good seed of proved quality, 
and for which the Administration is empowered to collect 
a fee. Seed may be resold after import only with the per- 
mission of the Customs authorities. 

The right to import flour (including semolina, groats, 
ground wheat, etc.) for bread-making, i.e., flour fit for 
human consumption, is reserved to the Wheat Administra- 
tion, but import permits may be granted by the Adminis- 
tration on payment of a compensatory import duty of 
20 francs per 100 kilogs. (gross weight). This compensatory 
duty may be reduced or waived in the case of industries 
which do not use such flour for the manufacture of bread. 

Importers of bread-making cereals (i.e., wheat, rye, spelt 
and meslin which are suitable for milling) are required to 
register with the Customs Administration, and any import- 
ation made by an unregistered person is to be subject to the 
payment of a surtax of 20 frs. per 100 kilogs. gross, in addi- 
tion to the Customs duty. 

In order to prevent imported products from enjoying the 
bounties and other advantages granted to Swiss-grown 
cereals, the Customs are to exercise a certain measure of 
control after import in the case of the following :—Bread- 
making cereals (except when the import surtax has been 
paid), cereals for fodder unless they have been rendered 
unfit for making bread, milling residues (except bran, chaff 
and the like), and seed. 


INCREASE OF STATISTICAL FEES. 


The ‘‘ Recueil des Lois Fédérales ”’ for 29th June contains 
a Decree, dated 19th June, which provides for a general 
increase of the rates of the statistical fee charged onfall 
goods crossing the Swiss frontier (both imports and exports), 
in order to provide funds for carrying out the new corn 
policy referred to in the preceding notice. The new rates, 
which came into force on Ist July, at the same time as the 
wheat control system, as are follows :— 


IMPORTS. 
For goods to be declared by weight :— 
(1) Goods which are duty-free or on which the Customs 
duty does not exceed 30 centimes per 100 kilogs.—®5 cts. 
per 100 kilogs. gross. 


(2) Other goods :— 
Not packed (in bulk)—10 cts. per 100 kilogs. gross, 
Packed—10 cts, per package. 

The minimum fee per consignment is 30 centimes, and the 
maximum fee for consignments of up to 20,000 kilogs. is 25 francs, 

[Formerly all the above paid 2 cts. per 100 kilogs., with a 
minimum of 5 cts. ] 

Special reduced rates of 2, 4 or 5 cts. per 100 kilogs. gross are, 
however, provided for in respect of certain goods, mostly raw 
materials and residues. 

For goods to be declared by number.—30 cts. each [formerly 
2 cts. each], except watch cases, which pay 10 cts. per package. 

For postal parcels—10 cts. each, 


EXPORTS. 

The fee is levied on a weight basis in all cases. The general 
rate is 5 cts. per 100 kilogs. gross, with reduced rates of 2 or 4 cts. 
per 100 kilogs. gross for certain goods. The minimum fee is 
10 cts. per consignment. 


TRANSIT GOODS. 
Cycles and animals to be declared by number.—10 cts. each. 
Other goods.—5 cts, per 100 kilogs. gross in general, with 
reduced rates of 2 or 4 cts. per 100 kilogs. gross for certain goods.

H.M. Consul-General at Beyrout reports that a Decree, 
dated 14th June, and effective on Ist July, reduces the 
Customs duty on glucose imported into Syria from 25 to 
11 per cent. ad valorem under the “ Minimum” Tariff, and 
from 50 to 25 per cent, ad valorem under the “‘ Maximum ”’

PORTUGAL. 


PROPOSED NEW CUSTOMS TARIFF. 


H.M. Representative at Lisbon reports that copies of the 
proposed new Portuguese Customs Tariff were made avail- 
able in Lisbon for consultation by those interested during 
the last week of June, with an intimation that representa- 
tions concerning any of its provisions received before Ist 
July would be considered by the Tariff revision authorities. 

No definite information is at present available as to when 
the new Tariff will come into force, but it probably will not 
be published until August at the earliest. 





TURKEY. 


TARIFF: FORTHCOMING TARIFF 
INCREASES. 


From telegraphic information received from H.M. Am- 
bassador at Constantinople the Board of Trade understand 
that the new Turkish Customs Hariff will come into opera- 
tion on Ist October next. Pending the enforcement of the 
new Tariff, however, it is expected that provisional increases 
in the present Tariff rates will be enforced from the end of 
August, by way of increase of the co-efficients applicable to 
the basic Tariff duties. It is understood that a co-efficient 
of 8 will be applied in cases where the present co-efficient 
is 5, and that a co-efficient of 15 will be applied in cases 
where the present co-efficient is 9 or 12.

The Paper Makers’ Directory of All Nations, 1929. Pub- 
lished by Dean & Son, Ltd., 29, King Street, Covent Garden, 
London, W.C. 2. Price 21s, net. 

For the benefit of those who may be new to the use of the 
Paper Makers’ Directory of All Nations (although now in its 
38th year of annual publication). it is well to point out the 
general arrangement of the volume. It is set out in three 
main sections; the first portion of the work contains entries 
regarding the mills, and is designed to give location, pro- 
duction, number and width of machines, tonnage output, 
power used, etc., in respect of the paper and board mills of 
Great Britain and Ireland, to which are added many lists of 
allied trades, such as wholesale stationers and paper mer- 
chants, waste paper, rag and paper stock dealers, cardboard 
box manufacturers, china clay producers and merchants, 
paper bag makers, paper agents and mill representatives (with 
mills represented), export merchant shippers of paper, etc. ; 
the second part deals in similar fashion as to mill entries, 
with the paper, pulp, and board mills in foreign countries 
and the colonies, arranged alphabetically both as to countries 
and names; and the third gives a comprehensive list of mill 
productions, also arranged alphabetically and in three ways;

The Companies Act, 1929, is the latest enactment dealing 
with the law governing Joint Stock Companies, and brings 
the series, which -commenced with the ‘* Bubble Act,’’ of 
1719, up to thirty. Notable landmarks in that series were 
The Companies Act, 1862, The Companies (Consolidation) 
Act, 1908, and The Companies Act, 1928. ‘The present statute 
embodies the Act of 1908 and the amending Acts of 1913, 
1917 and 1928. The Act of 1928 was the legislative result 
of the recommendations of a Board of Trade Committee 
appointed in January, 1925, to consider and advise what 
amendments were necessary in the law affecting Companies. 
The 1929 Act (although not so described) is a consolidating 
measure. In the work of consolidation it was not found 
practicable to adhere to the scheme of arrangement adopted 
in the 1908 Act. The disposition of the old law and the 
new among the thirteen Parts, each dealing with a définite 
phase of the law, into which the Act is divided, should, how- 
ever, prove advantageous. At first, failure to find familiar 
provisions in the accustomed position may lead to some 
embarrassment, but the ultimate resuit will be to facilitate 
reference. 

This book has been prepared to show the principal changes 
in the law, and is divided into two sections, the first of 
which states the amendments with which directors and officers 
of private companies should be cognisant, while the second 
states the amendments exclusively affecting public companies ; 
the whole of the book, therefore (with the exception of a 
few matters in the earlier portion solely affecting private 
companies as mentioned therein), shows the new law with 
which directors and officers of public companies must be 
acquainted. This treatment will probably be convenient to 
directors and secretaries of the respective classes of com- 
panies, as well as to shareholders and professional advisers. 
In each section the subject-matter follows the order of the 
parts adopted in the Act. 

The Act of 1929 will come into operation on the day on 
which an Order in Council directs that all the provisions of 
the 1928 Act (of which Sections 53 and 92 are now in force) 
are to come into operation. 

The book does not deal with those provisions of the Act 
which exclusively affect Scotland.

FACILITIES OFFERED TO BRITISH TRADES. 


The Department of Overseas Trade has at its command 
an extensive overseas Intelligence system, which comprises 
the Commercial, Diplomatic and Consular Services in foreign 
countries and Trade Commissioners and Imperial or other 
Trade Correspondents in the Empire. 

From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any British trader upon personal 
or written application to the Department at 35, Old Queen 
Street, Westminster, London, 8.W. 1. 

The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following : Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade products ; 
Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; openings 
for British trade abroad; general conditions prevailing 
in Overseas markets; demand for particular articles 
abroad; nature and extent of foreign competition, and 
suggestions for meeting it; 
marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, etc., 
abroad; firms at home engaged in particular lines of 
business; Foreign and Colonial importers of British goods; 
firms or individuals considered suitable to act as repre- 
sentatives or agents for British firms; Foreign and Colonial 
Tariff and Customs Regulations; statistics of Imports or 
Exports; forms of Certificates of Origin; regulations 
concerning commercial travellers; Consular Invoices; 
shipping and transport, etc. 


METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES. 


The Department of Overseas Trade invite applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of British 
goods who are desirous of initiating or extending Overseas 
connections, but it is desired to call attention to one or 
two points, the observance of which will facilitate the 
supply of the information required. 

Where the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the 
applicant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade 
Commissioners or Imperial or other Trade Correspondents 
in the British Empire, and to H.M. Commercial, Diplomatic 
or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it is generally 
aivisable to communicate in the first instance with the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, 8.W. 1, as the information required is frequently 
already in the possession of the Department, and the delay 
involved in communicating with the Officers abroad can 
therefore often be avoided. Should the information re- 
quired not be available in London, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 
behalf. 

When making application for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 

(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required. 

(2) The precise kind of goods; and 

(3) The particular points in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought

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By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise infor- 
mation required.
